I jw Cthe thirty-fixth year of His prefent Majeftv’s reign, intituled, 
| : % “ An A6t for the Encouragement and Relief of Friendly 

“ Societies,” reciting that feveral benevolent and charitable 
Inftitutions and Societies had been formed in Ireland , for the purpofe of 
relieving by voluntary fubfcriptions and benefadtions the Widows, Orphans 
and Families of the Clergy both of the Eftabliftied Church and Diffenters, 
and others in diftrefled circumftances ; certain Regulations were' made for 
the benefit of fuch of the laid charitable Inftitutions and Societies as 
ftiould procure the Rules for the distribution and management of their 
Funds to be prefented to the Juftices of the Peace at any Quarter Seflions 
to be holden within the time limited in the faid Act : 

And whereas it is expedient to extend the benefits of the faid A 61 to 
tuch charitable Inftitutions and Societies for the purpofes aforefaid, as may 
have omitted to regifter their Rules, for the diftribution and management of 
their Funds within the time limited by the faid recited A6t ; and alfo to 
uch charitable Inftitutions and Societies for the purpofes aforefaid, as have 
sen inftituted fince the laid recited A61, and as may hereafter be in- 
stituted;

management .and diftribution of their Funds;; and Rich Rules, Orders and 
Regulations from time to time to amend and alter and to make new Rul es 
as occasion Ihall require, and as .fhall appear necefiary to the majority of the 
faid Societies refpeftively at their regular public Meetings, or any adjourn- 
ment thereof, fo as fuch Rules, Orders and Regulations ihall not be repuo-. 
inant to the Laws in force in Ireland , or to any of the exprefs Provifious or 
.Regulations of the faid recited Aft. 

Provided always, and be it Enafted, 'That all fuch Rules, Orders 
and Regulations -fhall .be exhibited in writing under the fignature .of the 
Chairman, President, 'Moderator or Regifter ©f fuch Societies refpeftively, 
with all convenient ■fpeed after the fame fhall have been made, altered or 
amended, to the Affiftant Barrifter and Juftices of the Peace affiembled at 
the General Quarter Seffions of the Peace or at any adjournment thereof 
•in and for the County, County of a City or County of a Town, where fuch 
charitable Inftitution or Society -ihall be refpeftively eftahlifbed, and- fuch 
Rules, Orders and Regulations fhall be fubjedt to the review -of fuch 
Affiftant Barrifter and Juftices ; and in cafe fuch Rules, Orders and Re- 
gulations fhall be found upon examination by the laid Affiftant Barrifter 
and Juftices, either at the then or the then next fubfequent Seffions, to 
contain nothing repugnant to the Laws of this Realm or the exprefs Pro- 
vifions of the laid recited Aft, fuch Affiftant Barrifter and Juftices fhall 
-and may .and .they are hereby authorized, empowered and required, to .order 
.the Clerk of the Peace to fign the fame, and to file a Duplicate of fuch 
Rules, Orders and Regulations, and to depofit .the fame with the Rolls-of 
faid Seffions, in like manner as is required by the faid recited Aft in other 
like cafes ; and in cafe it fhall happen that any fuch charitable Inftitution 
or Society fhall confiftof Members redding in more Counties than one, 
then and in fuch cafe all fuch Rules, Orders and Regulations may and fhall 
-be confirmed andregiftered as aforefaid by the Affiftant Barrifter and Juftices 
in and for the County in which fuch Society fhall be eftablifhed, or in any 
mother -County felefted for that purpofe by fuch Society, and wherein any of 
the Members of fuch Society fhall rdide. 

And be it further Enafted, That all fuch charitable Societies or 1 nftitu- 
tioms for the purpofes aforefaid, whole Rules, Orders and Regulations 
fhall at any time after the paffing of this Aft be fo approved and filed as 
herein direfted, fhall -be entitled to the benefit of the faid recited Aft of 
the thirty-fixth year aforefaid, and of all -the Claufes and Provifions in the 
faid Aft contained, in relation to the appointment of a Treafurer or Trea- 
furers, Truftee-or Yruftees, and to the taking ’Security from fuch Treafurer, 4 
and to the lending 1 of any part of the Capital Stock or Fund of fuch Societies 
or Inftitutions on public or private Securities, and to the protecting, fecuring, 
-transferring or recovering the fame ; and the laid recited A6t fhall extend 
and be conftrued to extend to all fuch charitable Inftitutions and Societies, 
•with relation to the feveral matters before mentioned, as fully as if the lame 
were repeated and. re-enafted in this Aft. 

Provided always, and be it Enafted, That it fhall not be lawful for any 
Treafurer - or other Officer entrufted with monies belonging to any m c ‘i 
charitable Society or Inftitution for the purpofes aforelaid, to apply ° r 
appropriate any part thereof, under any pretext whatever, to any ules or 
purpofes other than the payment of the Annuities to the Widows, Orphans 
or Families of deceafed Members of fuch' charitable Societies or Infti^" 
lions entitled to the fame, excepting only l'uch reafonable falarv for y llS 
trouble and expence attending the management of the Funds of any h> c 
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waniaMe Society orfeftitut.on j-epedtivefy, as Mi be allowed to fuck 
Treafurer or Officer in the regular fettlement of ,his Accounts with the 
Membeis, a rupees, or -Governors. thereof; and that any sforplus remaining 
« the hands of any .perfon, being fuck Treafurer or other Officer -fief 
paying -the annuities and dedaffing the falary and expences of mlnao-e- 
inent as aforefaic, ffiall be added .to and accounted for as .part of the Capital 
Stock or Fund of the charitable Society or Inftitufion rcyjeciivcly of which 
fiich perfonihall be Treafurer or Officer relpedhyely. 
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
